Reports from Matanzas, Cardenas, Isabela de Sagua, and Gaibarien. 

Matanzas, Cuba, March 26, 1901. 

Sir: I have the honor to submit herewith the following sanitary 
report of the quarantine district under my command for the week 
-ended March 23, 1901 : 

Matanzas. — Thirteen deaths occurred in the city of Matanzas during 
the period covered by this report, showing a mortality of 14.98 per 
1,000. The principal causes of deaths were as follows : Tuberculosis, 
3 ; heart disease, 2 ; myelitis, 2 ; malarial fever, 1 ; congenital debility, 
1 ; eclampsia, 1 ; other causes, 3. No case of infectious or contagious 
character was reported during the week. Eight vessels were inspected 
and passed on arrival. Seven bills of health were issued to vessels 
leaving the port. Eleven health certificates were issued to persons 
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leaving this port. Fourteen pieces of baggage were passed without 
inspection. 

Cardenas. — Acting Asst. Surg. Enrique Saez reports that 7 deaths 
occurred in Cardenas during the week, of the following causes : Tuber- 
culosis, 3 ; heart disease, 1 ; cerebral congestion, 1 ; meningitis, 1 ; endo- 
carditis, 1. No case of infectious or contagious character was reported. 
The death rate during the week was 14.70 per 1,000. Seventeen ves- 
sels arrived during the week ; 9 of these were inspected and passed and 

8 passed without inspection. Twenty-two bills of health were issued to 
vessels leaving the port. 

I8abela de Sagua. — Acting Asst. Surg. Pedro Garcia Biera reports that 

9 vessels were inspected and passed on arrival ; 14 bills of health were 
issued to vessels during the week. 

Caibarien. — Acting Asst. Surg. Leoncio Junco reports that the sani- 
tary condition of the port and town is good. The death rate during 
the week was 2.01 per 1,000. Eight vessels arrived during the week ; 
7 of these were passed without inspection and 1 inspected and passed. 
Seven bills of health were issued to vessels leaving the port.

Santiago de Cuba, March lb, 1901. 

Sib : I have the honor to submit herewith the following report for the 
week ended March 9, 1901 : 

Santiago. — During this period there was a total of 17 deaths reported, 
making the annual death rate 20.5 per 1,000. The following are the 
causes of death : 

Fever, intermittent, 3 ; diphtheria and croup, 1 ; tubercle of lungs, 
2 ; rheumatism, chronic, 1 ; meningitis, simple, 1 ; bronchitis, 1 ; pneu- 
monia, 1 ; diarrhea and enteritis (under 2 years), 2 ; other affections cf 
the intestines, 1 ; cirrhosis of the liver, 1 ; Bright' s disease, 2; diseases 
of the bladder, 1. Total, 17. 

During the same period 19 vessels were entered and 12 vessels 
received bills of health for ports in the United States and Cuba. 

Cases of diphtheria continue to occur. The spread of this disease has 
evidently not been controlled, although houses are immediately quaran- 
tined on the report of a case and disinfected on the discharge of the 
patient. Nineteen cases of this disease were reported during the month 
of February. No other infectious disease has been reported in this 
district. 

Manzanillo. — Acting Asst. Surg. E. de Socarras reports 7 deaths, 
making the annual rate of mortality 25.16 per 1,000. the causes of 
death being the following : Tubercle of lungs, 1 ; cerebral congestion 
and hemorrhage, 1; organic diseases of the heart, 2; diarrhea and 
enteritis, 1 ; septicaemia, puerperal, 1 ; inanition, 1. Total, 7. Three 
cases of la grippe are reported. 

Guantanamo. — Acting Asst. Surg. Edward F. Nunez reports 5 deaths, 
making the annual rate of mortality 14.44 per 1,000. The causes of
